London, Nov. 16 (A.P.) Refusal of 
the British government to admit the 
principle of mathematical parity in 
naval strength with the United States 
“bangs, bolts and bars the door” 
against any hope of agreement with 
America on naval armaments, Viscount 
Cecil declared dramatically in the 
House of Lords today.

His gaunt, Lincolnesque figure 
stooped and his shoulders drooping like 
those of a tired man, Viscount Cecil 
told the lords he returned from Geneva 
“exhausted and discouraged.” 

Viscount Cecil declared that he was 
repeatedly put in the position of hav- 
ing to defend in league committees pro- 
posals which seemed indefensible to 
him. He said the impression was’ pro- 
duced at Geneva that the British gov- 
ernment’s desire for the success of the 
disarmament commission was luke- 
warm.

Autos Burn. 

New York, Nov. 16 (A.P.).—Jay A. 
Mellish, wealthy storage warehouse 
company owner and husband of Mme. 
Mary Mellish, Metropolitan Opera star, 
was believed to have lost his life in 
the fire which destroyed his automo- 
bile warehouse today, causing damage 
of more than $2,000,000. Fifteen hun- 
dred new automobiles were destroyed. 

Several hours after the fire had been 
extinguished, Mellish had’ not returned 
to his Riverside Drive home, nor had 
any one reported seeing him since he 
was seen dashing into the blazing 
building. 

Two firemen were injured in the fire. 
The warehouse was at Fifty-ninth 
street and Twelfth avenue. The auto- 
mobiles were stored temporarily in the 
warehouse awaiting delivery to dealers. 
Fire fighting forces ashore were aided 
by fireboats, 

The fire was believed to have start- 
ed from an explosion in the tank of a 
motorboat owned by Mellish.

WET AND DRY SYMPTOMS. 

Twice. this month the Antisaloon League 
has met defeat at the polls. On November 38, 
the electorate of Ohio went on record in no 
uncertain terms, against the so-called Marshall 
bill, which would have permitted. reorganiza- 
tion of the kangaroo courts. Tuesday last, 
S. Harrison White..was elected to Congress 
from the Denver district in Colorado upon a 
platform denouncing the Vdlstead act and call- 
ing for its immediate modification, His vic- 


been a Republican stronghold. 

Following defeat of the Marshall act, politi- 
cal experts immediately set about the task of 
reading into the result of the election the wan- 
ing power of the Antisaloon League in the 
State which ‘gave it birth. Similar interpreta- 
tions undoubtedly will be placed upon, the de- 
feat. of Mr. White’s opponent, State Senator 
F. J. Knauss, who had adopted an uncompro- 
mising dry stand and who was actively sup- 
W. C. T. U., the Antisaloon 
League and the Ku Klux Klan. 

To a certain extent it is true that both de- 
feats indicate a waning of. prohibitionist 
power, yet probably not to the extent that the 
experts profess to believe. In the case of the 
Marshall bill, the legislation was so. perticious 
and so anticonstitutional that ita epponents 
had ‘little ‘trouble marshaling even a consid- 
erable Antisaloon League vote. against it. 
Kangaroo courts which would have been rees- 
tablished had the measure’ passed, could have 
hopped about within their home counties at 
will, hearing both. prohibition and traffic 
cases and providing compensation for their 
justices under the fee system. Ohio had had 


the Antisaloon League membership had no 
desire to witness their reestablishment. -De- 
feat of the measure indicated that the league 
had used poor judgment in .espousing such 
If there should come an out-and- 
out test of its strength in Ohio, however, it 
will be found that the league still is a _Wolce 
to be reckoned with, 

More Significance may be read into. the: 
Denver result. Prohibition was the only issue 
brought out. 
Knauss, a bone-dry Republican, in a city that 
normally belonged to the Grand Old Party.. 
Still it should be remembered that prohibition 
sentiment is largely rural, and» that urban 
communities almost without exception are wet. 
There has been no indication yet that the 
country districts have changed their sentiment. 

Results in minor elections in only two States 
mean little in connection with possible repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment.. Under the Con- 
stitution, amendments thereto are valid only 
when ratified by legislatures or conventions in 
three-fourths of. the States. So long as thir- 
teen States remain dry the amendment can. 
not be repealed.

Nearly a year ago, W. C. Durant, founder 
of the General Motors Corporation, announced 
that he was actively back on the job and that 
henceforward the automobile industry would 
command his major attention, with his stock | 
market operations. receiving only secondary 
consideration.

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Sen- 
ator Borah has suggested the alternative 
of enforcing or repealing the eighteehth 
amendment. Senator Edge rejoins that 
there is no logical consistency in repeal- 


of its nonenforcement while allowing 
the fourteenth and fifteenth amend- 
ments to remain unenforced and unre- 


pealed. Astute statesmen always seek a 
moral offset in compounding for 
they are inclined to by-damning those 
they have no mind to... As a matter of 
fact there is no human likelihood that 
any one of these amendments can be re- 
pealed. If President Nicholas Murray 
Butler and Gov. Alfred E. Smith were 
the opposing candidates in the ap- 
proaching election, although both are 
professedly wringing wet, yet they would 
vie with each other-in avowing their 
purpose to uphold the Qonstitution, in- 
cluding the amendment whose object 
they oppose. While men wilM@Bisobey a 
righteous law, they will never deliber- 


ever better than our conduct. It is the 
’ homage that vice pays to virtue. No po- 
litical party would be foolhardy enough 
to advocate repeal. It requires only 
thirteen’ States to defegt such a propo- 
sition, while it is doubtful if a half 
dozen States would favor it. 

It is just as absurd to speak of the 
repeal of the fourteenth and fifteenth 
amendments. The first clause of the 
fourteenth amendment defines citizen- 
ship and guaranteés the rights of citi- 
zens to‘life, liberty and property. The 
Supreme Court has rendered innumer- 
able decisions of property rights based 
upon this provision, It could not be 
repealed without disrupting our entire 
judicial fabric. PER LR

‘The repeal of one is just 
as illogical’ yaw ice * ‘that of the 
other.

HE religions that attract the largest followings are religions that 


T promise a blessed life after death. They appeal primarily to 
the poor, for the, poor live in discontent and must find their happiness

But the religion that-has done most to shape civilization is some 
thing more than a selfish passion for Heaven. Its promise of a blissful 
immortality attracts devotees, but the believer whose one ambition 
is to sdve his own soul is now regarded no more highly than the man 


nsion a stricken ship whose one ambition is to save his own skin. 


The religion of civilization is a religion of kindness, of doing good, 
of decency, of freedom from malice. 

Since men have learned to think for themselves, instead of following 
blindly where stall-fed tyrants lead, a religion of selfishness could not 
hope to win their respect. Living as free men, they have learned the 
value of ‘cooperation; and they have learned the economic value of 
morality. Being practical. men, they think a religion good only in 
proportion as it makes a man good—only in proportion as it makes 
him a better citizen, neighbor, father, husband. 

The superficial student of our times says religion has failed. Thus 
he confesses his ignorance. He is unimpressed by religion because he 
gees no great contrast, between those who profess religion and those 
who do not. . 

But it was religion that eliminated the contrast. Religion set the 
standards by which civilized men live, and now all decent men, in the 
church or out, live by the standards religion has been so long teaching. 

Men no longer say: He won’t steal or beat his wife or lie, because 
he has religion.” With or without religion, the modern man is:decent; 
but it. was the influence of a decent religion, exerted through many 
senturies, that made him decent. 

The agnostic who is unselfish, charitable and kind is practicing the 
religion he will not profess. And in the Parable, the son who did the 
will of his father was the one who did not give lip service and yet did 
as he: was told to do.

2. There are others who have asked if 
it it permissible to cennect circles 
which are in # straight line, and are 
not connected by lines in the chart. 

Answer. This is not permissible, as 
the chain can only be drawn where 
there is a line in the chart. 

3. Others are confused by the rule 
which says, “Each section of the chain 
must consist of not less than four and 
not. more than six circles.” 

Answer. This means that no section 
of the chain can have less than four 
circles and not more than six. For 
example, if you draw your chain con- 
necting four circles in one direction, 
you may branch of in the other direc- 
tion four more circles, this will make 
a total of seven circles. This also ex- 
plains the rules that a circle can only 
be counted once. 

4. The small illustrated chart has 
been questioned several times, because 
there are two or three sections of the 
chain in this chart with only three 
circles. 

Answer. This chart is published 
merely to show the method of follow- 
ing the lines connecting the circles, and 
has no bearing on the rules, and is not 
to be copied The rules are to »e 
strictly complied - ith i 

§ There are other contestants who do 
not Know whether or not it is permis- 
sible to begin and end their chain any 
place on the chart. 

Answer. This is permissible providing 
they keep within the rules.

Jardine Advises Self-Hel p. 


Grand Island, Nebr., Noy. 16 (A.P.) — 
The greatest and most permanent bene- 
fits to the farmer will come from a pro- 
gram of self-help, believes Secretary of 
Agriculture Jardine. At the same time, 
he said, in an address read today bfeore 
the Nebraska Farmers Elevator Associa- 
tion by R. W. Dunlap, Assistant Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, there is no doubt a 
need for constructive legislation to as- 
sist the development of cooperative 
marketing. 

“One need at the present time is for 
a system of credit which will enable co- 
operative associations to acquire ade- 
quate plants and facilities and which 
will permit them to obtain the neces- 
safy loans at reasonablé rates of in- 
terest and under long-time terms of re- 
payment,” he continued. 

“Cooperative marketing can not be 
handed down to the producers by the
